PREFATORY. 



To participate in a celebration which marks the fiftieth 
anniversary of such an organization as Melita Lodge, 
295, F. & A. M. is so much beyond the ordinary in occur- 
rence, and such an unusual experience, that it deserves to 
be noted. How to do this, however, is not so readily 
determined; it perhaps resolves itself into a matter of 
opinion. This subtle factor, if unfairly exercised, is very 
difficult to deal with or satisfy. Some may think it a very 
easy task to glance back over the years that have been 
crossed, and review the occurrences. In the performance 
of such a duty, it may be thought unfair to omit what has 
been omitted, no matter what may have been included. 

The very able and exhaustive address of our Secretary, 
Past Master Thomas A. Redding, read at the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Lodge, was so appreciatingly received by 
the members that it was referred to the following named 
committee, Bros. John C. Hunterson, George H. Lokes,

and Thomas A. Redding, to prepare it for publication, 
that it may be distributed to the members. 

There are so many events which constitute the record 
of these years, which could not possibly be presented in 
an address intended to be read at one of the Lodge ses- 
sions, that it has been thought best to allow the committee 
to elaborate and extend their comments, leaving the 
address of Bro. Redding very much as originally deliv- 
ered, but amplified as to details and extended in statement, 
so as to comprise at least a short history of the Lodge. 

Fifty years is an extended lapse of time. Very few 
indeed are permitted to see but one such event as a semi- 
centennial. Twenty-five years is a standard more readily 
measured to, and there are more than three score of our 
members who have been blessed with such an experience. 
On January 28, 1880, Mellta celebrated its twenty-fifth 
anniversary with the importance that such an event de- 
manded, and during the evening Past Master Brother 
Dennis F. Dealy, in giving the history of the Lodge, made 
this statement : " In the course of nature it is hardly 
probable that even a score of those here tonight will be 
present at our semi-centennial." This statement assumes 
a prominence, as it has been printed with our by-laws, 
which makes it so important a remark that your committee 
has taken the trouble to compile the list of those of our 
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members who were present at both of these events, and 
have ascertained that It contains the following names :

Every member of Melita certainly anticipated sharing 
the pleasure of the celebration of the semi-centennial of 
the Lodge. Very many, however, were prevented, from 
conditions beyond their control. The day set apart for 
this event, Wednesday, January 25, 1905, proved to be 
an unusually stormy one. A blizzard set in early and 
continued with increasing severity until the next morning. 

The intensity of the storm deprived a number of the 
opportunity of assembling with their brethren of the 
Lodge, as many of the trolley lines had ceased their trips, 
and the steam roads were unable to maintain their sched- 
ule time, and only kept their trains running with great 
difficulty. Many of the members present will remember, 
however, and perhaps narrate to the younger members in 
the years to come, how they were compelled to walk home 
that night, not being able to secure a conveyance. 
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But while the storm was raging, and these conditions 
were ruling without, all was cheerfulness and gladsome 
sociability within. Everyone present was wearing a smile 
that betokened a warmth of genial good-fellowship, which 
defied the unwelcome storm without to interfere with the 
enjoyment that reigned within. 

The Lodge was opened at 4 o'clock P. M., convening 
in the grand and spacious Corinthian Hall, and remained 
in session about two hours. The Worshipful Master, 
Brother John R. Fox, assumed his station promptly at the 
hour named, with Brother James R. Phillips, Senior War- 
den, and Brother George H, Lokes, Junior Warden, pres- 
ent and officiating. The other officers present in their 
stations were : Secretary, Brother Thomas A. Redding, and 
Treasurer, Brother Daniel Baird. 

After the appropriate Lodge prayer by Rev. Charles 
M. Boswell, Chaplain, the Lodge was led by the orchestra 
in singing the hymn which is printed with the program. 
At its conclusion the Worshipful Master, Brother John R. 
Fox, in his genial and modest manner delivered the follow- 
ing address: 

Right Worshipful Grand Officers and Mem- 
bers OF Melita Lodge: As you are aware, we are 
assembled here this afternoon to celebrate the fiftieth or 
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semi-centennial anniversary of the constitution of our 
Lodge. 

I feel assured when Melita Lodge, No. 295, was con- 
stituted in January, 1855, its charter members little 
dreamed it would ever reach the proportions it has, and 
number over four hun*dred members at this time; and I 
think we have every reason for pride, thanksgiving and 
congratulation in the fact that we have attained our high 
standing in the Fraternity, and to-day I can consistently 
claim for it the proud position of one of the most success- 
ful, prosperous and harmonious lodges in the Jurisdic- 
tion. 

I will not dwell upon historical facts or data, as that 
pleasant duty has been assigned to one more competent 
than I, and during the course of our ceremonies this eve- 
ning our worthy Secretary, Past-Master Thomas A. Red- 
ding, will give you a short account of some of the leading 
and interesting occurrences during the fifty years that have 
passed, and give you in detail our marvelous growth. 

Entering as I do to-day upon my first experience as 
Worshipful Master of this Lodge, I feel some diffidence 
and embarrassment, as I am well aware it requires ability 
and qualities that are not given to us all, so I ask of every 
officer and member of the Lodge his encouragement and 
assistance and I promise, to the best of my ability, to so 
fulfill the duties of this position as to continue for the 
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Lodge its healthy growth and prosperity, so that its high 
standing amoung our sister lodges shall be maintained. 

As there is quite a lengthy programme of ceremonies 
in commemoration of this important event, and as we are 
to be favored by addresses from some of the officers of the 
Grand Lodge who have honored up by their attendance, 
I will not detain you by any further remarks, so will con- 
clude by expressing the sincere and heartfelt hope that 
there shall always abide with us that brotherly love, har- 
mony and good fellowship taught us by the pure principles 
of our Fraternity, and that among us there shall no con- 
tention arise, save that noble contention or rather emula- 
tion as to who shall best work and best agree.

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Organization and Institution, January 15, 1855. 

Extract from minutes of the Grand Lodge : 

At an extra grand communication of the Right Wor- 
shipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania held in the Masonic 
Hall, Third St., above Spruce, Monday, January 15, 
1855: 

" An application was read from a number of brethren, 
asking for a new warrant in the City of Philadelphia, nam- 
ing Brother Harmon Yerkes as the first Worshipful Mas- 
ter, Brother William E. Harpur as the first Senior War- 
den, and Brother Charles Gilpin as the first Junior War- 
den. On motion duly made and seconded, it was referred 
to the Grand Officers with power to act." 

These brethren to whom reference is made, and upon 
whose petition the matter came before the Grand Lodge, 
are described in the First Annual Report of the Lodge as 
follows :

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The petition was endorsed, and the granting of the char- 
ter or warrant recommended by Lodges No. 9 and 19, with 
whom this charter list were affihated, Brother Harman 
Yerkes with Lodge No. 9, and the remaining five brethren 
with Lodge No. 19. 

Both of these were established lodges at this time, then 
as now occupying prominent positions among the Masonic 
fraternity. 

The petitioners had been Masons for several years and 
were not novices in the craft, fully realizing the impor- 
tance and responsibility which they took upon themselves 
when petitioning for a new Lodge, and as the result shows 
they were men of faith and courage, able to bear the re- 
sponsibility as well as to grasp the opportunity that pre- 
sented ; for be it remembered that the fraternity still occu- 
pied the hall on Third St. The new Masonic Temple 
on Chestnut St., above Seventh was at this time nearing 
completion and attracting public attention to our fraternity 
that was able to erect such a building, and occupy it for 
Its own uses exclusively, regarding it as a great undertak- 
ing. 

It appears that the Grand Officers acceded to the re- 
quest of the brethren named, for the original warrant, now 
displayed in the presence of the Lodge, bears the date of 
that meeting, January 15, 1855. It bears the signatures 
of James Hutchinson, Right Worshipful Grand Master, 
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Melita Lodge, No. 2gS, F. and A. M. 

Peter Williamson, Deputy Grand Master, and the remain- 
ing Grand Officers, attested by William H. Adams, Grand 
Secretary, all of which names are honored by the craft to- 
day. 

It is somewhat a source of suj"prise that there seems to 
be no date of record as to the constitution of the Lodge, 
either in our own minutes or the records of the Grand 
Lodge. But as Melita has several times held anniversary 
meetings while the Charter members were yet active par- 
ticipants, we must conclude that they regarded the date of 
the warrant as the date of organization. At this day the 
life of the Lodge would begin at its constitution by the 
Grand Officers. The first recorded minutes are dated 
February 27, 1855, Lodge was opened at 3 P. M. We 
infer from this that the Lodge was constituted — certainly 
with all the ceremonies which belonged to such an occasion 
— at high noon on February 27, 1855. That upon the 
ceremonies being completed, the Grand Officers retired, 
and Melita Lodge No. 295 opened its first meeting; as 
the meeting was closed at 5 P. M. no doubt all the per- 
sons interested united in the Banqueting room to celebrate 
the happy event. But let us go back to that first meeting. 

Brother Harman Yerkes was Worshipful Master, 
Brother Wm. E. Harpur, Senior Warden, Brother Charles 
Gilpin, Junior Warden, with three members present, 
namely: Wm. Elliott, George W. McMahon and Robert 
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McCrory, also four visiting brethren. Brother Charles 
Gilpin read a code of by-laws, which were unanimously 
adopted. The dues were fixed at $6 per annum, initia- 
tion and membership, $35, membership $10, life member- 
ship $40. A committee of three was appointed to procure 
regalia. The fourth Wednesday of each month was fixed 
for regular stated meetings, a selection so satisfactory that 
it continues to the present. An election was held for treas- 
urer and secretary. George W. McMahon was elected 
Treasurer and Robert McCrory Secretary. Two peti- 
tions for initiation and membership were received and re- 
ferred to a committee. The Lodge, as before stated, 
closed at 5 P. M. 

The Lodge convened in regular session March 28. 
Present were the Worshipful Master, Senior Warden, 
Junior Warden, Treasurer, Secretary, and one member, 
Wm. Elliott, with an attendance of thirteen visiting breth- 
ren. The petitioners of the previous meeting were ap- 
proved, and one, Alfred J. White, entered. Three peti- 
tions for initiation and membership were received and one 
for membership. One of the three was signed by Hugh 
Hawkins, who, we are happy to note, is present with us on 
this occasion. He has continued a member of the Lodge 
from then until now, and is still faithful in his attendance 
at the meetings. We congratulate him that his life has 
been spared, and we congratulate ourselves that we are 
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permitted to have with us one who was associated with the 
beginning of Melita Lodge. 

At the meeting convened April 25, 1855, five officers 
and two members were present with twenty-five visiting 
brethren. Four petitions for initiation and membership 
were received, and five petitions for membership. The 
three petitions of the March meeting were approved, and 
an Entered Apprentice Mason's Lodge being opened, the 
approved applicants were initiated, one of the three 
being Brother Hugh Hawkins. At this meeting It was 

Resolved, " That the charter members be declared life 
members of the Lodge, provided that the dues of said 
members under the by-laws shall not cease until the Lodge 
shall consist of thirty members, exclusive of said charter 
members." 

At the stated meeting of May 23, 1855, five officers and 
eight members were present, with fifteen visiting brethren. 
Six petitions for initiation and membership were received, 
four candidates were initiated, and the third degree con- 
ferred upon one. At this meeting the appointed offices 
were filled, and one brother made a life member by the 
payment of forty dollars. 

The fifth stated meeting convened June 27, 1855, with 
an attendance of sixteen, including officers, and sixteen 
visiting brethren. Five petitions for initiation and mem- 
bership were presented. Five candidates were initiated 
and three received their second degree. At this meeting 
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a petition for membership was presented, which no doubt 
will interest the present membership of the Lodge. It 
was signed by Robert B. Salter, age 38; occupation, car- 
penter; residence, 169 Wharton St. 

The continued accession to the list of membership dur- 
ing these first six months was beyond the ability of the 
Lodge to care for in the conferring of degrees, so we find 
a special convocation was called for the afternoon of July 
16, 1855, beginning at three o'clock. The second degree 
was conferred upon one, and three received the third de- 
gree. Twelve officers and members were present, and also 
twenty-four visitors. 

At the regular session of the Lodge, July 25, eighteen 
officers and members were present and twelve visiting 
brethren. Six petitions were approved, five were entered 
and four passed. Three petitions for Initiation and mem- 
bership were received. At this meeting the Worshipful 
Master and Secretary were directed to make application 
to the hall committee, requesting that the blue room in the 
new hall on Chestnut St. be assigned to the Lodge. The 
members kept late hours then as now, for the Lodge did 
not close until 11:15 o'clock. 

Sixteen officers and members with five visitors were pres- 
ent at the second special meeting of the Lodge, which 
was convened July 30, the session beginning at 4 and 
ending at 6 P. M. Two candidates were entered, one 
crafted and one raised. 
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August 22 was the date for the regular meeting but the 
Lodge was called in special session at 3 P. M. and closed 
at 6. Two candidates received the third degree. Twen- 
ty-seven officers and members with eighteen visiting breth- 
ren assembled at 7 P. M., when the regular session was 
opened. Ten petitions for initiation and membership 
were presented. The work done was to enter three, craft 
three, and raise two. 

The custom of Melita Lodge for many years past has 
been to omit the July and August meetings because of the 
intense heat of summer. It will be noticed that this was 
not done in the first year of our history. In fact, special 
meetings were added to the regular ones because of the 
pressure of the work demanding attention. Instead of 
resting, the officers were called upon to perform double 
duty. This certainly was unselfish devotion to the inter- 
ests of the Lodge, and commends those who so diligently 
wrought in our early history to our consideration as worthy 
men and true. There must have been an unusual willing- 
ness as well as capability on the part of the Master and 
his Wardens to have accomplished the laborious task which 
presented itself. This duty, well performed as it was, 
must have been at the sacrifice of much personal comfort, 
and surely was recognized and appreciated. As the re- 
sult of this patient toil the Lodge numbered sixty-five at 
the close of the first year. 
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A special of the Lodge was called for the fourth time 
on September 5. The Lodge opened at 2 P. M. with 
twenty-three officers and members and four visiting breth- 
ren present. Two candidates were entered, three were 
crafted and three were raised. At this meeting arrange- 
ments were made for the Lodge to participate in the public 
procession at the dedication of the new Masonic Temple 
on Chestnut St., and the following resolution was passed: 

"Resolved: That the Worshipful Master appoint a 
Marshal for the procession of the members of this Lodge 
participating in the dedication. Also a committee of three 
to take charge of the aprons and sashes which shall be 
delivered to each member at the place of meeting, to join 
in the procession, to wit: The Robert Morris Hose 
House on Lombard St., south side above Eighth. Each 
brother will be required to deliver to the committee his 
sash and apron at the dismissal of the. procession; or if 
not delivered he will be accountable for the cost thereof." 
Brother George W. Briggs was appointed as the Marshal. 

September 26: The Lodge opened at 6 P. M., eigh- 
teen officers and members with thirteen visitors being pres- 
ent. Seven petitions for initiation and membership were 
presented. Five were entered and one passed. Among 
those entered was our Brother Richard Peltz, who is with 
us this evening. 

The dedication of the Chestnut St. Hall took place upon 
this date. From the report of the committee just referred 
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to we find that thirty-seven members met at the Robert 
Morris Hose House at seven o'clock A. M., thence pro- 
ceeding to Twelfth and Pine Sts. by 8 A. M. Melita 
being the youngest Lodge it was assigned its proper place 
at the head of the procession. After the procession was 
dismissed they returned to the place of meeting. Each 
member had been supplied with an apron and sash. At 
the meeting it was 

"Resolved: That each member be entitled to retain the 
sash worn by him in the procession at the dedication of the 
new hall." A bill of $2.50 for rental of Robert Morris 
Hose House was paid. 

On October 5, 1855, the Lodge met for the first time in 
the new hall, the session being a special one for work. 
There were thirty-five of the officers and members present, 
and fifty-two visiting brethren. Four were entered and 
one was passed. The number of visitors would seem to 
indicate the estimation in which the Lodge was held by the 
fraternity, while some, no doubt, were curious to see the 
new Lodge perform its work in its new surroundings. 

No mention up to this point has been made of the re- 
ceipts of the Lodge from fees and dues, but they were be- 
ing regularly received, so that quite a fund had accumu- 
lated in the treasury of the Lodge. As an indication of 
the prompt and loyal spirit governing the Lodge, and 
which we believe has characterized it ever since, at this 
meeting it was 
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Resolved: " That an order be drawn on .the Treasurer 
in favor of the Grand Lodge for $250, on account of dues 
accuring and due on St. John's day next." 

On October 1 1 the Lodge was again called into special 
session, and with a total attendance of thirty-three mem- 
bers work was performed in the third degree upon four 
candidates. It was at this meeting that the custom began, 
which has continued until the present time, as shown in the 
following resolution: 

Resolved: "That the Secretary be authorized and di- 
rected to procure a Past Master's regalia and jewel, to 
correspond in quality and similar in design to the Lodge 
regalia." 

On October 24 another special session was convened at 
5:15 P. M. for the purpose of conferring the Past Mas- 
ter's degree. Wm. Harpur, Senior Warden and Charles 
Gilpin, Junior Warden, were in their stations and offi- 
ciated, but Francis Blackburn, not a member of the Lodge, 
officiated as Worshipful Master. Warrants were read 
from James Hutchinson, Esquire, Right Worshipful Grand 
Master, to pass to the chair Brothers George W. Mc- 
Mahon, Robert McCrory and William Elliott. Each was 
separately Introduced and passed to the chair. The ses- 
sion closed at 5 :55, as It was the night of the regular 
meeting. 
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Three specials with the regular meeting in one month 
was certainly a record for work, and we cannot recall a 
similar month in the years which have followed. The con- 
tinual pressure of applications for membership made it 
necessary, as it was impossible to confer the degrees at the 
regular sessions. 

The evening was devoted to the regular session of the 
Lodge. Present thirty-one officers and members, with 
thirty-three visitors, including the R. W. Grand Master. 
The degree of Entered Apprentice was conferred upon 
five, and that of Fellow Craft upon four candidates. 
There were twelve petitions for initiation and membership 
presented. At this meeting the first investment of the 
Lodge funds was authorized by vote, viz : 

Resolved: "That the Worshipful Master, Treasurer 
and Secretary be authorized to Invest $500 in the Masonic 
Loan by February ist, 1856." 

On November 14, 1855, ^ special meeting was again 
needed to confer degrees. One candidate was entered, 
two were crafted and three were raised. Twenty-six offi- 
cers and members were present, and twenty-nine visitors. 

The tenth regular stated meeting convened November 
28, 1855, with an attendance of thirty-three officers and 
members, and forty-four visitors. Seven petitions were 
received for initiation and membership. The first degree 
was conferred upon five, the second degree upon six and 
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the third upon two candidates, the Lodge closing its ses- 
sion at 1 1 :50. 

On December 1 2 another special meeting convened with 
an attendance of thirty-five officers and members. Visitors 
to the number of eighteen were also present. Four candi- 
dates were entered, two passed and four raised. At this 
meeting another order was drawn for $250, in favor of 
the Grand Lodge for dues which would be due by St. 
John's day. 

The first annual meeting and election for officers oc- 
curred on December 26, 1855. Thirty-seven officers and 
members were present, with twenty visitors. The record 
states that the Master Mason's Lodge was closed and an 
Entered Apprentice Mason's Lodge opened, when the 
Lodge was called off from labor for the space of five min- 
utes, to prepare ballots for an election. The Entered Ap- 
prentice Mason's Lodge was called on, tellers appointed, 
and the election held, when it was announced that the fol- 
lowing brethren were elected : 

William E. Harpur, Worshipful Master, 31 votes. 

Charles Gilpin, Senior Warden, 32 votes. 

William Elliot, Junior Warden, 34 votes. 

George W. McMahon, Treasurer, 34 votes. 

Robert McCrory, Secretary, 34 votes. 

Before closing the Master Mason's Lodge, however, 
the Worshipful Master Harmon Yerkes delivered an ad- 
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dress, a portion of which is included here, as it no doubt 
will interest the present membership : 

" Before calling off the Lodge preparatory to the elec- 
tion of Worshipful Master, I propose to say a few words 
in view of my retirement from the chair, as it is my pur- 
pose to install my successor and the officers immediately 
after the election. Melita Lodge No. 295, A. Y. M., 
was chartered on the fifteenth day of January, 1855, with 
six charter members. It has now sixty-five members. 

There have been entered, passed, and raised 26 

Entered and passed only 10 

Entered only 13 

Approved and not entered 3 

Elected from other lodges 7 

Including charter members 6 

" It has held stated and special meetings numbering 
eighteen, at every one of which your charter members have 
been present. 

" The gross receipts, excluding this meeting, are $1,323 ; 
and the gross expenditures which have been paid, $391.27. 
On the sum due the Grand Lodge there has been advanced, 
in anticipation of the amount $500. 

" The fees and charges of the Grand Lodge incident to 
the grant of the charter were paid by the charter members, 
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and are not embraced in the gross expenditures. As the 
Lodge has deemed the charter members worthy of life 
membership, they wish to be understood as declining any 
reimbursement, and have requested me to say for them, 
while I speak for myself, that we are duly sensible of the 
honor conferred, and hope to continue to deserve it. 

" I think I may say that the prosperity of Melita Lodge 
is unexampled in our Masonic annals. Her labor is active 
and harmonious. Her strength and character elicit the 
commendation of the fraternity, and her work receives the 
encouragement and approbation of brethren in high places 
and of great experience. 

" My brethren, we have in all this cause for congratula- 
tion, and great encouragement for well doing, and I trust 
that our labors hereafter, as heretofore, may produce good 
fruit, and be acceptable, not only to our Grand Master, 
but to our Great Grand Master, the Supreme Architect of 
the Universe, the Omnipotent, the Omniscient, the Omni- 
present." 

The Committee on Accounts reported that there was in 
the Treasurer's hands a balance of $431.24. After the 
officers had been installed there was appointed a committee 
on charity consisting of three brethren. A Past Master's 
regalia was presented to the retiring Master, Brother Har- 
mon Yerkes. Four candidates were entered, the Lodge 
closing at eleven o'clock. 
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We have thus particularized the various items in the 
minutes connected with the first year of the Lodge, that 
the brethren of to-day might gain some idea of the charac- 
ter of the men who organized Melita Lodge. They have 
passed away, but while here they acted well their part, and 
Masonically we can truly say that their works do follow 
them. 

A special meeting was held on the evening of January 9, 
1856, the Lodge opening at 6 o'clock. There were pres- 
ent 43 members and 37 visitors. This, no doubt, was 
the first anniversary occasion, for while three were raised 
and one entered — the one entered being our brother 
Charles F. Kessler, who is with us tonight — the Lodge 
closed at nine o'clock. Among the members recorded as 
present were Brothers Hugh Hawkins and Richard Peltz, 
both of whom are now present. 

We presume it was an anniversary occasion because of a 
beautifully gotten up notice or invitation, which was evi- 
dently arranged so that the members could invite their 
friends. It is through the courtesy of the Librarian of 
the Grand Lodge, Brother George P. Rupp, that we have 
a copy of this invitation here this evening, which the breth- 
ren may examine. The Lodge was honored by the pres- 
ence of Peter Williamson, Esquire, Right Worshipful 
Grand Master; John R. Mitchell, Right Worshipful 
Deputy Grand Master; William E. Whitney, Past Grand 
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Master; Henry M. Phillips, Grand Senior Warden; John 
Thompson, Grand Junior Warden, and others of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The bill of the Grand Lodge for the first year's dues and 
rent is quite interesting at the present day by way of com- 
parison : 

Dues 71 members at $1 each $ 71 00 

53 initiates at $7 each 371 OO 

Rent, light, fuel, 7 months, Third St. Hall at $2.50 17 50 

3 months Chestnut St. Hall at $7 21 00 

3 extra meetings Third St. Hall at $2.50 7 50 

4 extra meetings Chestnut St. Hall at $7 28 00 

$516 00 

As $500 had already been advanced, it was only neces- 
sary to draw an order of $16 to square the account. 
There was also paid to the Grand Lodge for forty sets of 
regalia used at the dedication of the Chestnut St. hall at 
$i.8o^$72.oo. The first petition for aid was read and 
granted. That the brethren were interested, and closely 
watched the proceedings of the Lodge, the following will 
show. A petition signed by Brother William H. Adams, 
R. W. G. Secy., Wm. B. Schneider, Robert Clark, and 
others well known in Masonry, asking aid for a worthy 
brother, a past master of his lodge, and now holding an 
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appointment under the Grand Lodge was read, when 
Brother Yerkes moved that $20 be granted; Brother El- 
liott moved to amend by making it $10. Brother J. B. 
Whitaker moved to further amend by making it $ 1 5. On 
the vote being taken •the amendment to the amendment 
($15) was not agreed to. The amendment ($10) was 
not agreed to, and the original motion of $20 was finally 
carried. 

At the stated meeting of May 28, 1856, the following 
is recorded : " Brother Charles Gilpin offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which on motion duly made and seconded 
was adopted. 

"Resolved: That permission be asked from the Grand 
Lodge to adjourn over, and omit the stated meetings of 
July and August, if the Lodge should deem it expedient." 
The minutes of the Grand Lodge of June 2, 1856, contain 
this reference — " The communication was read, and the 
prayer contained therein granted; and the same privilege 
extended to all the Lodges who wish to omit meeting in 
July and August." It appears it was then the rule to ask 
permission to close over. The Ahiman Rezon now per- 
mits by vote of the Lodge. 

At the December meeting of 1856 two members were 
suspended for non-payment of dues. Bills were presented 
and paid for carriages at funerals of members of the 
Lodge. 
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At the regular meeting in January, 1857, a resolution 
was offered that a committee of five be appointed to make 
arrangements for a banquet. Motion to amend to strike 
out "make arrangements" and insert "to report at next 
stated meeting whether it is expedient for the Lodge to 
have a banquet." Amendment lost. Motion also lost. 
That the Lodge had refreshments, however, is shown by 
the bill of the Tyler rendered June 24, 1857, for $81.50. 

The first ripple on the harmony of the Lodge was a 
charge against a brother for maliciously libeling and tra- 
ducing another brother who owed allegiance to the Grand 
Lodge of Ireland. The charge was made by P. M. Har- 
mon Yerkes. A committee of three was appointed. It 
appears that this Brother A. who owed allegiance to the 
Grand Lodge of Ireland had made petition for member- 
ship in Melita Lodge. Brother O., a member of Melita, 
was formally charged with libeling Brother A., by saying 
to several members that Brother A. had dealt in policies. 
A committee was appointed who heard the testimony pre- 
sented. Brother O. made no defence, and would not state 
from whom he received the information on which his state- 
ment was grounded. The report of the majority of the 
committee was that Brother O. be expelled. But before 
taking a vote on that resolution a minority report was pre- 
sented, which is worthy of consideration even to this day. 
It began by acknowledging that it had been admitted that 
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Brother O. had used the words attributed to him, but called 
attention to the fact that no malice had been proved, nor 
had it been proved that the words so used had any tangible 
effect on the ballot which it appears had been taken on 
Brother A.'s petition. That while Brother O. may have 
yielded toO' ready credence to reports concerning Brother 
A., yet no unmasonic feeling had been proven in the case. 

The motion to expel was changed tO' suspend, and was 
carried. This suspension we find was removed by the 
Grand Lodge shortly after, on motion of the Brother who 
had presented the original motion to expel. 

On October 28, 1857, the first visitation of the Grand 
Lodge officers was made. The Grand Secretary was very 
commendatory of the manner in which the Lodge was con- 
ducted, and its minutes kept. 

The record of November, 1857, shows a bill for refresh- 
rhents paid to the Tyler, as follows: January 27, $8.00; 
February 24, $8.00; March 24, $20.00; April 28, $18.00; 
May 26, $20.00. 

In December, 1857, Brother Dennis F. Dealy was 
elected Secretary. 

In December, 1858, it was resolved that bills for dues 
be placed in the hands of a collector. No further mention 
is made of this, however. 

May 10, 1859. The death of Brother Robert Mc- 
Crory, late Secretary and one of the charter members was 
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announced at this meeting. It was a source of grief to the 
members, as he was held in high esteem and at this time 
was the Senior Warden. Brother Dealy says of him that 
" He was a man among men; trusty, tried and true. He 
never wavered in the cause of right, never faltered in well 
doing. No obstacle prevented his efforts to aid a friend 
and brother." 

In September, i860, the initiation fee was raised tO' $40. 

On October 24, i860, the Lodge was honored by a 
second visitation of the Grand Officers. Hon. Henry M. 
Phillips was the Grand Master at this date. The report 
of the Grand Secretary was again highly complimentary. 

April, 1 86 1, is a momentous date in the history of the 
country, and those present who remember these days of 
peril and war will be interested in the following resplution, 
passed at the meeting held April 24 : 

Resolved, " That the dues of those brothers of the Lodge 
who may enlist in defence of the Union and country, which 
shall accrue during their absence in such service, shall be 
donated to each and all of them." At this meeting men- 
tion is made of that masonic charity which always makes 
the heart warm when we hear of it. The death of Brother 
D. was announced, also that he had been staying for some 
time at Tampa Bay, Fla. The brethren there had minis- 
tered to his wants, and upon his making an effort to re- 
turn to Philadelphia had given him a letter of credit to 
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parties in Savannah, Ga., which, however, he did not use, 
for death overtook him on his journey home. The proper 
acknowledgment was made to the Lodge in Florida. 

During the whole of the year 1861 the attendance upon 
the meetings of the L^dge was small, though some work 
was done. Even on the night of the annual election there 
were only thirty-nine present. The total receipts for dues 
and fees amounted to $712.50. The expenses, however, 
were cut down accordingly, for the bill for refreshments 
for the year was only $65, and the year closed with a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $58.03. 

January 22, 1862. At this meeting the death of Past 
Master Harmon Yerkes was announced. He was one of 
the two who were instrumental in organizing and establish- 
ing Melita Lodge. Brother Dealy says regarding him: 
" His loss to the Lodge was as great as that of a father 
taken from a young and tender family. We had been so 
accustomed to see his familiar face, to go to him for advice, 
and to lean upon him for support. He was always zeal- 
ous in watching the interests of the Lodge, its welfare and 
high standing; jealous of its faithfulness to the standard 
work, and of the firmest attachment to the regulations of 
the Grand Lodge." 

July, 1862. A communication was read from Lodge 
No. 158, suggesting the formation of an association by the 
different lodges for the aiding of sick and wounded soldiers.

Fiftieth Anniversary 

A committee, consisting of Brothers Dealy, Sinexon and 
Leach was appointed to represent Melita in this undertak- 
ing, and $50 was placed in the hands of the committee to 
begin the work. They expended $5 per month. It 
existed until December, 1863. 

At the stated meeting in April, 1864, the by-laws were 
changed, so that the initiation fee was increased from $40 
to $50. 

January 16, 1865. This being the tenth anniversary 
occasion the Lodge was called in special session for work 
on the afternoon of above date, opening at 3 and closing at 
5 :30 to partake of the anniversary supper, for which prep- 
arations had been made, as no bill for refreshments ap- 
pears to have been presented during the previous year, ex- 
cepting a bill for $ 1 00 for the night of annual meeting and 
election. This was offset by the expenditure for refresh- 
ments in the following year of $956. 

In December, 1865, the initiation fee was raised to $80. 
This continued only one year, however, as in December, 
1866, it was restored to $75. 

In May, 1866, the Lodge was Informed of a proposition 
of the Grand Lodge to secure a new site and erect a more 
capacious temple. It was favorably received and agreed 
to by a unanimous vote of the Lodge, which from then on 
until the dedication took a lively interest in its erection, in- 
vesting $2,600 of its funds in the new Masonic Loan. 
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At the stated meeting held June 27, 1866, a resolution 
was passed requesting members to attend in Masonic dress, 
or in dark clothes and white gloves. Three dozen pairs 
of white gloves were purchased for the use of members in 
the Lodge room. , 

A communication with the resolution was received from 
the Grand Lodge in March, 1867, fixing the time to close 
meetings of subordinate Lodges at 10:30 from March to 
September and at eleven o'clock from September to 
March; and charging $3 per hour rental if the time fixed 
was not adhered to. 

In 1867 at the May meeting the Lodge held a banquet 
at the Washington Hotel, adjoining the Temple, as indi- 
cated by a bill of $120 for refreshments. At this meeting 
it was 

Resolved, "That the Worshipful Master be appointed 
to represent the Lodge at the meeting of the Grand Lodge 
in June." It appears that up to this time lodges meeting 
outside the city had appointed brethren, who resided in the 
city and were members of the Grand Lodge, as their proxy. 

On June 24, 1868, the laying of the corner stone of the 
present Masonic Temple took place. All of the city and 
many of the country Lodges participated in the event, 
which was preceded by a parade, and followed by a ban- 
quet. Melita members to the number of 127 were in the 
procession. The Lodge assembled in the large sales room 
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of the carriage factory of Brother Wm. D. Gardner, on 
Fifth St. below Walnut. The room was emptied of car- 
riages on that day so that the Lodge might be accommo- 
dated. The Liberty Cornet Band was engaged for the 
day, and added very much to the creditable display which 
the Lodge made in the procession. At the close of the 
ceremonies the Lodge proceeded to Eighth and Spring. 
Garden Sts., where the necessary preparations had been 
made for a banquet, to which the brethren did full justice, 
after the long march in the heat and dust. The bill which 
was submitted amounted to $4 1 1 . This was disputed and 
a committee was appointed to adjust differences. They 
succeeded in securing a reduction of $128.50 from the ex- 
orbitant charge, leaving the bill $282.50, which was then 
ordered paid. 

As an indication of the degree to which the Masonic 
Charities have grown, we quote from the minutes of a stated 
meeting held April 26, 1871 ; when a communication was 
read from the Board of Almoners of the Grand Lodge, 
soliciting an appropriation to the Board, to meet appeals 
in special cases coming before it — the Lodge heartily con- 
tributed the sum of $50. Again In October of the same 
year the Lodge donated $100 to the fund for relief of 
sufferers by the Chicago fire. Also took action on the con- 
templated changes in the Ahiman Rezon relating to fees 
and dues. The action was against the acceptance. 
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April 23, 1873. At the stated meeting held this date 
consideration was given to the increased expenditures 
which would be incurred by meeting in the new Temple. 
A committee appointed to consider the question ^iiggested 
the increase of the income of the Lodge by _ raising the 
dues ten cents per month, from $6 to $7.20 per annum; 
abolishing half dues to the members outside of the city, 
and Increasing life membership from $50 to $75. These 
propositions were all adopted at the meeting In May. At 
this meeting the committee also reported that they had 
visited the new Temple and had selected Egyptian Hall 
as the future meeting place of the Lodge. At this meet- 
ing a circular was read from the Library Committee re- 
lative to the proposed Library. A donation of $25 was 
made which the Library Committee afterward acknowl- 
edged, stating that they had purchased with the amount — 
Webster's Dictionary in sheep, Hallam's Works, and His- 
tory and Origin of the Bible. This dictionary is still on 
duty at the old stand. 

On Friday, September 26, 1873, the new Masonic 
Temple was dedicated with full Masonic rites and cere- 
monies. At this date the Lodge was officered as follows : 
Brother Samuel M. Clements, Worshipful Master; 
Brother James L Wright, Senior Warden, and Brother 
Jacob K. Thompson, Junior Warden. The Lodge par- 
ticipated in the procession. Past Master Henry L. Sinexon 
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officiating as Marshal. After the conclusion of the cere- 
monies the Lodge proceeded to the Continental Hotel 
where the 130 members who marched over the route of 
parade seated themselves around the banquet table and 
refreshed their wearied bodies back to normal conditions. 
The total cost of this ceremony to Melita was $805.89; 
but this amount was lessened by a voluntary subscription 
which amounted to $503.50, leaving the amount paid out 
of the Lodge fund $302.39. 

The last meeting held in the old Hall on Chestnut St. 
was on September 24, 1873, ^^^ the first meeting held in 
Egyptian Hall of the new Temple was on October 22. 
Members present, 102; visitors, 49. 

March 27, 1878. A communication was received from 
the Grand Lodge informing the Lodge of the intention to 
erect an elevator in the Temple. The proposition was 
favorably received, and a donation of $25 made for the 
purpose. 

At the stated meeting held March 26, 1879, the follow- 
ing was adopted by the Lodge : 

"Resolved: . That the use of liquors, either malt, vinous 
or spirituous be prohibited at all collations and banquets, 
whether at the expense of the Lodge, or individually." 

On Wednesday, January 28, 1880, Melita had ended Its 
twenty-fifth year of existence, and the fact was deemed 
worthy of a substantial celebration. From the early years 
of its existence it had held a prominence In the fraternity, 
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and had established a reputation for exemplifying the 
"pure principles of the Order." The Lodge session be- 
gan at 6 o'clock and the regular work occupied the time 
until 7 130. The following named brethren were in office 
at this time, and it is thought proper to give them mention :

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The session closed promptly at 7 :30 and the Lodge 
proceeded to the large banqueting room where a table 
lodge was opened, and the following programme enjoyed.

Closing Ceremonies. 

Music by the Orchestra. 

One hundred and forty-four members of Melita parti- 
cipated in this event, together with twenty-nine visiting 
brethren. Sixty-six of this number are still members, and, 
as previously stated, forty-six of them are present on this 
occasion. 

June 27, 1882, was the date of the sesqui-centennial 
celebration of the Grand Lodge. One hundred and fif- 
ty-one members of Melita participated in this event and 
marched in the procession under Brother Thomas A. Red- 
ding, Worshipful Master. Afterward the Lodge pro- 
ceeded to the Colonnade Hotel where a sumptuous ban- 
quet was provided. The celebration cost $597.70 of 
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which the sum of $284 was contributed by members of the 
Lodge. 

March 28, 1883. A communication was received sug- 
gesting the establishment of a Masonic Home, and ask- 
ing the association of Melita in the project. It was heart- 
ily approved and a committee appointed. 

June 27, 1883. It was announced at this meeting that 
the Grand Lodge had passed a resolution approving of 
the establishment of a Masonic Home, by the appointment 
of a committee of fifteen to meet with the committees 
appointed by various lodges to carry the project into exe- 
cution. 

March, 1884. On this date Melita became a member 
of the Masonic Home Association and appointed Brother 
Past Master Wm. R. Hortz as its representative. 

February, 1886. At this meeting Brother Hortz re- 
ported that the property on North Broad St. had been 
secured for the uses of a Masonic Home, and that fourteen 
Inmates were comfortably quartered. The Lodge do- 
nated one hundred dollars. June, 1886. Brother John 
Chapman of Jordan Lodge, No. 1402, of Torquay, Eng- 
land, delivered a lecture before Melita Lodge on the 
Pyramids. The lecture was illustrated by the use of 
a magic lantern. 

October 27, 1886. The Lodge assembled in Corinth- 
ian Hall to celebrate "The Centennial Anniversary of 
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the Sovereignty and Independence of the Grand Lodge 
of the Most Ancient and Honorable Fraternity of Free 
and Accepted Masons of Pennsylvania, and Masonic 
Jurisdiction thereunto belonging." 

There were no m^bers and 70 visitors in attendance. 
Past Master Chas. E. Meyer delivered an address on " A 
Century with the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania." 

Brother Dennis F. Dealy also read the history of Me- 
lita Lodge. Both of these were ordered printed, and 
copies were distributed to the members of the Lodge. At 
the end of the exercises the Lodge retired to the banquet 
room and partook of refreshments. 

At the stated meeting held September 28, 1887, the 
death of Brother Dennis F. Dealy was announced. All 
that has been said concerning Brother McCrory and 
Brother Yerkes can safely be said of him. His death 
was a great shock to the members. The estimation in 
which he was held was shown by the large number of 
members who attended his funeral. At this meeting a 
communication was read from Lodge No. 51, relative to 
forming an Art Association. Past Master Jas. L Wright 
was appointed a delegate to represent Melita. 

November, 1887. Brother John A. Duncan was re- 
elected as the Worshipful Master. This was due to the 
fact that in December, 1886, on account of the crowded 
condition and continued growth of the membership of the 
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Grand Lodge the Ahiman Rezon was amended, so that 
two years' service was required to make a Past Master 
a life member of the Grand Lodge. This continued for 
two years, when the amendment was revoked. 

April, 1888. The Art Association commenced the 
decoration of Egyptian Hall and the Lodge donated $100 
towards the expense. 

May, 1888. It was announced at this meeting that 
a member of Melita had been admitted to the Masonic 
Home. A discussion was had over the " Cerneau Rite " 
and also over the " Rite of Memphis." Each member of 
the Lodge answered that he was not associated with either. 

June, 1889. The Grand Lodge called for benevolent 
action on the part of the Lodges to aid the sufferers in the 
Johnstown Flood. One hundred dollars was sent at once 
by the Worshipful Master, and the further sum of fifty- 
nine dollars, which was made up by the individual sub- 
scription of the members. 

September, 1890. An edict of Grand Master Mc- 
Calla required that candidates for advancement should be 
proficient in previous degrees, and pass examination in 
open Lodge. 

February, 1891. Brothers Alfred N. Redding and 
Wm. S. Stewart were examined in open Lodge in the En- 
tered Apprentice degree. Being found proficient- therein 
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they were granted advancement. These were the first 
candidates examined under this rule. 

March, 1893. Edict of Grand Master Arnold. That 
he personally knew that an examination in open Lodge 
caused lodge to be kfpt in session until an unreasonable 
hour. He declared that proficiency meant that a brother 
be able to prove himself as a Mason in the degree he has 
taken, which would enable him to pass an examination 
for admission to a lodge. That the report of the com- 
mittee would be sufficient for the Worshipful Master to 
pass him. 

In 1895 the Grand Lodge continued to call in its loans, 
and the Lodge authorized investment in other securities. 

January, 1896. An organ was placed in Egyption 
Hall by Mozart Lodge, and Melita contributed $25 
toward its purchase. 

The minutes of April, 1896, record the first service by 
Melita Lodge at Masonic Home. The sermon was de- 
livered by Past Master Rev. Joseph Welch. 

In September, 1896, the by-laws were amended mak- 
ing dues $4 per annum to all members of twenty-one 
years' standing, and ordering all life members' fees into 
the invested funds of the Lodge. 

January 27, 1897. A Masonic Mark paid for by in- 
dividual subscription was presented to Brother Wm. D. 
Gardner, Treasurer. 
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May 26, 1897. At this meeting the death of Brother 
Past Master Robert B. Salter was announced as having 
occurred May 9. Universally esteemed and beloved, his 
funeral was large and attended by very many of the 
Masonic bodies to which he was attached, especially by 
the members of Melita. Always present at the meetings 
of the Lodge, mingling freely among its members, exhib- 
iting that genial, kindly, sympathetic manner which made 
him not only helpful to his brethren, but a welcome visitor 
in any circle. He filled many of the offices of the Lodge 
with special faithfulness and distinction. 

February, 23, 1898. The stated meeting of the Lodge 
took place upon this date. After the lodge closed the 
members retired to the banquet room where the patriotic 
spirit again prevailed in anticipation of a threatened war 
with Spain, as it was only nine days before that the 
" Maine " was blown up in Havana Harbor. The mem- 
bers joined heartily in singing " Columbia, The Gem of 
the Ocean," "My Country 'tis of Thee!'" "Marching 
Thro' Georgia," and other patriotic songs. 

April 27, 1898. The Lodge convened in monthly ses- 
sion as usual, closed at an early hour, and repaired to 
the grand banqueting hall, where the jubilant spirit was 
again awakened in patriotic songs and addresses, as War 
had been declared by President McKinley, and an army 
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was being speedily raised to resent the insult of the sink- 
ing of the " Maine." 

January 21, 1900. At this meeting a legacy of five 
hundred dollars received from the estate of Brother 
Thomas Singleton was ordered invested. 

The death of Bro?her Wm. D. Gardner, Treasurer, 
accurred on August 4, 1900. The funeral was attended 
by a large concourse of the Lodge. He was highly 
esteemed for his cordial and kindly manner and bearing 
toward all with whom he came in contact, especially his 
brethren of Melita Lodge. 

November 28, 1900. At this meeting the Lodge was 
honored by a visit of Grand Master George E. Wagner, 
Esquire, accompanied by several of the Grand Officers. 
His address was one of congratulation to the Lodge for its 
sterling reputation and Masonic standing and praise to the 
officers for the excellence of the work in conferring the 
degrees. 

February 24, 1902. An edict was received from Grand 
Master Tennis requiring that a Lodge should be opened 
as a part of the ceremony at funerals. Melita Lodge al- 
ways attended to the duties devolving upon it on such 
occasions, but our compliance with this order has added 
such a degree of solemnity and orderliness as to be most 
satisfactory. Our officers have ever been faithful to this 
last sad duty. 
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At the stated meeting of March 22, 1902, Brother 
Norman W. Witmeyer, Worshipful Master, on motion of 
Past Master Eiseman, it was 

Resolved: "That a committee be appointed to make 
arrangements for the proper observance of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of this Lodge."

At the stated meeting of April 23, 1902, the Anniver- 
sary Committee reported that they had met and organized, 
by electing Past Master Wm. Eiseman, chairman; Past 
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Master Daniel Baird, treasurer; and Past Master Thomas 
A. Redding, secretary; and had appointed sub-committees 
as follows: On Finance, Entertainment, Souvenirs, Re- 
ception, Printing, History, Decorations, and Banquet. 

September 4, 1902. A special meeting called on the 
death of Brother Pasf Master Jacob K. Thompson. His 
death was universally regretted, and during his last illness 
every effort was made to smooth his declining years. 

September 24, 1902. At this meeting an edict was an- 
nounced from Grand Master Edgar A. Tennis prohibit- 
ing the continuance of sessions of a Lodge after twelve 
o'clock. 

October 23, 1902. Brother Witmeyer as Worshipful 
Master. At this session was celebrated the sesqui-centen- 
nial anniversary of Brother George Washington as a 
Mason. The exercises in the Lodge room consisted of 
music, singing by the brethren and addresses by Brothers 
Heebner and Past Master and Secretary Brother Thomas 
A. Redding. There was a large attendance and great 
interest manifested in the proceedings. At the close the 
Lodge proceeded to the commandery banqueting room, 
when a Table Lodge was opened, at which toasts were 
proposed and replied to by the brethren. It proved to be 
a very enjoyable occasion. 

On account of the largely increasing Membership the 
Lodge finally at the Stated Meeting in November, 1903, 
unanimously decided to remove from Egyptian Hall to 
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the Corinthian Hall In the Masonic Temple, the decorat- 
ing of which was then nearing completion. The first 
meeting held in this room was the Stated Meeting of 
January, 1904, with Worshipful Master George S. Robin- 
son in the East. 

The funeral of Past Master Edwin W. Kuhlemier took 
place February 11, 1904. It was largely attended by the 
members of the Lodge. Brother Kuhlemier's sudden 
death was a great surprise and cast a gloom over the 
Lodge. He was one of the youngest of the Past Masters, 
most earnest and zealous in the affairs of the Lodge, full 
of good cheer and helpfulness. 

The Lodge has had but three Treasurers during the 
past fifty years. Brother George W. McMahon who 
served until 1874 when Brother William D. Gardner was 
elected and filled the office until his death in 1900 when our 
present Treasurer, Past Master Daniel Baird, was elected 
and continues at the present date in discharge of the duties 
of this responsible position.

The Lodge can be congratulated on the large number of 
the sons of members who have sought to travel the way in 
which their fathers have traveled, and have gained ad- 
mission to the Lodge. Also in the fact that the large 
majority of those who gained admission during the past 
five years are young men full of life and vigor, deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of the Lodge, and capable to take 
up and administer its affairs, maintaining its standard of 
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worth and excellence. It is a great satisfaction to us 
who have passed the meridian of life to 'know that there 
is an element of strength and vitality in our ranks, and 
upon this we have every reason to hope for a future of 
Melita Lodge which shall still further increase in power, 
interest and usefulness. 

The personnel of Melita Lodge has always been of a 
distinctive type. Men of progressive thought, probity of 
character and stalwart moral purpose have predominated. 
Their influence and example has been exerted upon their 
associates with such force as to incite a generous emulation, 
as suggested by Bro. Fox in his address, " as to who can 
best serve and best agree." This class of men, have from 
the first, constituted our membership, and as may readily 
be inferred, many of them have been chosen to fill posi- 
tions of trust in our community. Out of the charter list of 
six names Bro. Charles Gilpin was honored by his fellow 
citizens with the position of Mayor of our great City, and 
Bro. William Elliott elected High Sheriff of the County. 
Many others could be named who have filled positions of 
trust and confidence in the affairs of City, State and Na- 
tion. This, of course, has been a cause of gratification to 
those selected, which has been shared by the entire mem- 
bership of the Lodge. This quiet atmosphere of good 
fellowship has proved a magnet to very many persons who 
have sought association and membership in Melita Lodge. 
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In looking back over the fifty years just closed, we 
find, as is always the case, that a few unworthy men man- 
aged to gain an entrance into the Lodge, but in each case 
their shortcomings were made known, and expulsion soon 
followed. ^ 

Melita has always stood for uprightness of character, 
trueness of heart and rectitude of conduct. Charity has 
been given with a free hand; not only that charity repre- 
sented by a dole of money, but a brotherly feeling of com- 
miseration over the misfortunes of suffering; one which 
cannot be counted by dollars and cents, and can only be 
measured by the standard of — " Inasmuch as ye did it to 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye did it unto Me ! " 

The true principles of Free Masonry have been upheld 
within these tyled precincts for fifty years. Every 
thoughtful brother must confess that the influence of these 
surroundings has had its effect in moulding true char- 
acter. Here we have met and associated with men of 
broad, honest, sterling worth, whom we have felt better 
for knowing. Who that has come into contact with such 
men as Dealy, Salter, Gardner, Thompson, Scott, Kuhle- 
meier, and a host of others whose names could be men- 
tioned, but feel that there comes a warmth over the heart 
when their memory is recalled, and we realize that we are 
better men by reason of meeting with them within the 
Lodge room. All honor to the earnest men who organ- 
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ized Melita Lodge; all honor to those who came after 
them and in the day of their strength carried on the work 
until it has reached the honored position it now occupies. 
We have every ground of hope and assurance that this 
position will be maintained and upheld. 

And now in closing I cannot do better than quote again 
the words of that first Worshipful Master when he said : 

" My brethren we have in all this great cause for con- 
gratulation, and great encouragement for well doing, and 
I trust that our labors hereafter as heretofore, may pro- 
duce good fruit and be accepted not only by our Grand 
Master, but by our Great Grand Master, the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe, The Omnipotent, The Omni- 
scient, and The Omnipresent." 

Standing on this side of a half century of existence, 
Melita Lodge casts a glance backward through these years, 
and gathers from them a throb of satisfaction and inspira- 
tion for the future. No cause for regret, but rather for 
rejoicing, for all is well. 

This review brings to our recollection the long chain 
of friendly association and mutual confidence in ties of 
fellowship formed within the sacred precincts of the 
Lodge, which could not have been duplicated anywhere 
else on the earth. Where else could the purity of friend- 
ship be cultivated in so rich a degree? Where else could 
it be maintained to as perfect devotion as here, under the 
inspiration of the spirit of Free Masonry? 
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The past years have proved a fertile record of these 
conditions. A review of the names of the deceased mem- 
bers who have fallen out of this chain of good fellowship, 
will revive these promptings, and remind us of the close 
tie, — ^which even noy as ever before, — holds the Lodge 
in fervent congenial association !
